Snubbing of Directors’ Better Halves 
by the Mesdames Ridgely Said to 
ought Roundabout Revenge 
| for Kansas City Women Concerned. 


ANSAS CITY (Mo.) Nov. 11.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] A persis- 
tent story has been going the 
rounds since it was announced that 
Dr. W. 8. Woods, former president of 
the Nationa! Bank of Commerce, had 
again secured control of the institu- 
tion, to the effect that the wives of 
William B. Ridgely and Edward Ridge- 
ly were largely responsible for the 
financial downfall ot their respective 
husbands. 
The sum and substance of the rumor 
is that the wives of tue Ridgeieys 
snubbed certain of the bank directors’ 
wives and daughters, and, out of 
pique, these wives and daughters in- 
sisted that the Ridgelys be taken down 
& peg or two. This was accomplished 
by the purchase of a control of the 
bank’s stock by Kansas Cityans, who 
will be at the next annual meeting of 
the directors to select other men for 
the positions of president and cashier 
of the bank, thus stranding the ex- 
Comptroller and his brother on the 
sands, while Kansas City’s greatest 
benking institution will again be of- 
ficered by strictly home people. : 
Of course, there are those who in- 
sist that the story is but a fable, and 
that no more gracious women than the 
Mmes. Ridgely ever enteriained in 
Kansas City. 

How could the daughter of Senator 
Cullom, for years a social favorite 
in Washington, stoop to ignore the 
families of her husband's business as- 
sociates? Of course. there are ru- 
mors that within a week after the ar- 
rival of the Ridgely party in Kansas 
City and during their residence at the 
Baltimore Hotel the wife of every 
member of the board of directors called 
upon them. Some are so unkind as 
to say that from that date to the pres- 
ent time the calls have not been re- 
turned, and that the Mmes. Ridgely 
have shown little inclination to mix“ 
with the wives of the directors and the 
other officials of the bank. Each 
statement is open to controversy, but 
the fact remains that Kansas City- 
ans are again in control of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, and that 
the Ridgelys are slated for retirement. 
It is believed in financial circles that 
W. T. Kemper will be Dr. Woods's 
choice for president, and that W. A. 
Rule, cashier of the institution be- 
fore it was forced into the hands of 
a receiver, will resume his old posi- 
tion. 
George T. Cutts, former national 
bank examiner, who was made receiver 
of the institution by Comptroller 
Ridgely before he resigned to come to 
and who is now first 
vice-president of the Bank of Com- 
merce, may be retained in his present 
capacity. Kansas City society women 
seem to have no grievance against 
him. 

The Ridgelys came to Kansas City 
at the solicitation of ex-Governor 
Francis, and the St. Louis faction of 
stockholders in the old bank. 

After Receiver Cutts had delved 
sufficiently in the securities to become 
convinced that reorganization was 
possible, he called a meeting of the

stockholders. Various plans for reor- 
ganization were discussed. Gov. Fran- 
cis, himself a large stockholder, was 
delegated to go to Washington and 
submit matters to W. B. Ridgely, 
Comptroller of the Currency. 

One of the requirements laid down 
by the Comptroller was that the old 
officers of the bank be displaced. The 
diplomatic Governor acquiesced and 
suggested to the Comptroller that the 
name of Ridgely might spire confi- 
dence should he see fit to assume con- 
trel of the reorganized institution. 
Francis even took. the responsibility 
of guaranteeing a salary of $25,000 a 
year. ‘ 

These arrangements were not pleas- 
ing to Dr: Woods, bnt he was forced 
into line by other stockholders who in- 
sisted that reorganization couid be 
brought about by no other means, 

With the advent of the Ridgelys 
Dr. Woods began a quiet campaign of 
stock acquisition. There are those who 
assert that the aloofness of the 
Mesdames Ridgely aided the doctor 
materially in his still hunt. Anyway, 
stock did not seem very hard to get. 
Final control passed into the hands of 
Dr. Woods ten days ago, when Gov- 
ernor Francis relinquished his hold- 
ings for a consideration of $400,000. 

That the ex-Comptroller was fairly 
outgeneraled was shown at the di- 
rectors’ meeting last Thursday, when 
Dr. Woods called attention to a pro- 
vision in the charter of the bank which 
specifies that new directors may be 
elected at any time by a majority vote 
of the stockholders. At the same time 
Dr. Woods notified the directors that 
he held a control of the stock, and 
that he proposed to do a little re- 
organizing of his own. It is under- 
stood that the Ridgelys will be per- 
mitted to hold office until the first of 
the year if they care to remain.

Agnes Mathewson, whom she charges 
with assault with intent to kill, in a 
recent street quarrel. — 

Mrs. Lopez was hastily carried from 
the courtroom to the Receiving Hospi- 
tal where she regained consciousness 
and was taken home. She was unable 
to attend the afternoon session of the 
court. 
Three other witnesses were examined 
for the prosecution, including Mrs. A. 
C. Martinez and Mrs. Henry Kennedy, 
who were talking with Mrs. Lopez at 
the time of the shooting, and Patrol- 
— Glen, colored, who investigated 


case. 
Attorney Earl Rogers for the de- 
fense, kept the spectators in a ripple 
of laughter during the latter part of 
the afternoon session, by leading Pa- 
trolman Glen from one trap to another. 
He succeeded in getting the officer so 
tangled up in cross-examination that 
he _deni several very important 
statements made in direct examination. 
Mrs. Lopez told of her quarrels with 
Mra. Mathewson, which ‘ead up to the 
shooting, saying that the latter had 
“called her names,” and spread lies 
about her among the neighbors. 
“T was talking to Mrs. Martinez and 
Mrs. Kennedy in front of my home, 
No. 1577 Jessie street,“ said she. Mrs. 
Mathewson came along and I went to- 
ward her, and asked her to take back 
the names she called me. Then she 
drew a gun from under her coat and 
shot me.” 
In cross-examination Mrs. Lopez de- 
nied that she had ever threatened Mrs. 
Mathewson with a knife. When the 
attorney began to cross examine her 
about statements she had made, while 
a patient at the County Hospital, she
